WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— | 


A request that business and work- 
ers voluntarily freeze all prices 
and wages shaped up today as the 
Government’s probable next move | 
in fighting the inflation caused by | 
mounting defense spending. 


Officials who asked not to be | 


quoted by name said such a step 
was contemplated within a few | 
days by Alan Valentine, head of | 
the Economic Stabilization Au- 
thority. 

As they outlined it, the request | 
would be that business. unions 
and the public adhere voluntarily 
to the prices and wages which 
existed on Dec. 1 or some other 
recent date. 

Further compulsory price con- 
trols appeared to be in the mak- 
ing, however, following up the 
rollback on new car prices which 
Valentine ordered over the week- 
end. 

Meat Industry Leaders Called. 

Meat industry officers were 
called in today to discuss prices, 
leading to speculation that ceil- 
ings may be clamped shortly on 
beef, veal and lamb. Those three 
meats are among the relatively 
few farm products now selling at 
prices higher than the ceilings 
which may be imposed under the 
economic controls law. 

There were indications, how- 
_ever, that these talks would be 
largely exploratory. ESA still has 
little more than a token staff, and 
there are so many producers in 
the meat industry that price ceil- 
ings would be relatively difficult 
to enforce. 

Meanwhile, Charles E. Wilson 
prepared to take over as the boss 
of the Office of Defense Mobil- 
ization. Wilson is resigning as 
president of the General Electric 
Co. to direct the new agency. 
President Truman established the 
office Saturday shortly after is- 
suing a formal declaration of na- 
tional emergency. The declara- 
tion carried with it authority to 
do such things as lengthen work 
hours under Government con- 
tracts, requisition ships and 
waive competitive bids on defense 
contracts. 

As head of the new ODM, Wil- 
gon will be answerable only to 
Truman and will have full au- 
thority over civilian agencies al- 
ready at work building up the na- 
tion’s military might against pos- 
sible new Communist aggression.

US. CAN SAFELY SPEND 
84 BILLIONS A YEAR ON 


BOSTON, Dec. 18 (UP). 


HE United States can main- 
T tain an armed force of 

6,000,000 men and_ spend 
84 billion dollars a year for 
military purposes without 
“serious impairment” of the 
civilian economy, according to 
Harvard business experts. 

This armed strength and de- 
fense expenditure can be sup- 
ported for “‘as long a period as 
may prove to be necessary,” 18 
Harvard Business School pro- 
fessors said in an article to ap- 
pear in the January Harvard 
Business Review. 

The nation’s armed forces 
now slightly exceed 2,000,000 
men. 

Production is “our most po- 
tent weapon for the achieve- 
| ment of sustained prepared- 

ness,” the professors said.

The 7-degree chill St. Louis ex- 
perienced this morning gave the 
city its sixteenth consecutive day 
of freezing temperatures, There 
have been eight snows, seven days 
in which the mercury never got 
above freezing at all. The tem- 
perature deficit for the month 
has reached the total of 130 de- 
grees.

Pointing out that Congress has 
before it a bill to provide funds 
for states and municipalities in 
establishing a nation-wide civil 
defense program, he declared: 


“It is quite possible federal as- 
sistance will have to be supple- 
mented at the local level and, in 
that event, it may well become 

necessary to ask the voters to ap- 
prove a substantial bond issue to 
enable the city to join hands with 
the Federal Government in pro- 
viding the most powerful possible 
defenses against enemy action. 


“The defense against the rav- 
ages of the atomic bomb is not 
simple and it is not sure, as was 
the case in some of the earlier 
ot ment of war. On the con- 
‘trary, defense is highly complex 
and calls for complete home-front 
mobilization.” 

“Faith, Courage and Hard Work” 

Stating* that this country has 
always been a “God-fearing na- 
tion,” Mayor Darst said: “If we 
continue to place our reliance in 
God and make maximum use of 
the talents and capabilities with 
which He endowed us, I am sure 
that we shall stand firm and re- 
buff the enemy once again. Faith, 
courage and hard work —these 
will see us through.” 

Commenting on the _ atomic 
bomb film, entitled “Pattern for 
Survival,” William L. Holzhausen, 
Police Board president, said: “We 
want our men to have as much in- 
formation as possible so that they 
can do the most effective police 
job in the evest of an atom bomb 
explosion. 

“We are fully aware that there 
are many agencies of the Govern- 
ment which would go into action 
if a bomb were to explode over 
our community. However, an 
alert, informed and trained po- 
lice force can do much to abate 
the effects of an atom bomb ex- 
plosion and give confidence tothe 
‘people as well as actually to help 
‘save lives.’

TOKYO, Dec. 18 (AP)—A fiery

The United States battleship 
Missouri arrived offshore. Its 16- 
‘inch guns and one-ton shells were 
a welcome addition to the cur- 
tain of fire shielding hard-pressed 
units of the United States Tenth 
Corps. 

Maj. Gen, Edward M. Almond, 
Tenth Corps commander, obvious- 
ly was pleased by the intense fire- 
power hurled at the masses of 
Chinese infantry pressing on 
Hungnam port from three sides. 

“Just Way We Planned.” 


“Things are going just the way 
we planned them,” he said. “Now 
every time the Chinese Commu- 
nists dig in, we hit them with 
artillery concentrations, mix them 
up and knock them out. That’s 
something we have been unable 
to do before.” 


At no point on the port’s de- 
fense arc had the Chinese been 
able to punch through. Observers 
said the Reds apparently had not 
sent many troops into bomb and 
shell-shattered Hamhung, indus- 
trial city six miles northwest of 
Hungnam. Hamhung was aban- 
doned to the Reds Saturday. 


An estimated 25,000 Chinese 
pressed against the beachhead 
rim. Another estimated 75,000 
were moving up in the snow- 

mantled hills west and northwest 
of Hungnam. 


Arrival of the 45,000-ton bat- 
tleship Missouri increases the 
range and effectiveness of naval 
fire. The Mighty Mo’s guns have 
a range of 20 miles—far enough 
to reach the white hills shelter- 
ing Chinese rear positions, The 
Missouri has appeared in the 
Korean action periodically since 
its arrival in Far East waters 
Sept. 15. 

Air Strikes Help. 

A Tenth Corps spokesman said 
about 900 Reds were killed Sun- 
day by Marine and Navy air 
strikes and naval gunfire within 
a 60-mile radius of Hungnam. 

The approaches to the beach- 
head were raked by the heavy 
cruisers St. Paul and Rochester. 
Destroyers stepped up the bom- 
bardment with five-inch guns. A 
Navy summary said the fire had 
made a “no man’s land” of the 
defense perimeter’s outer fringes. 

Allied airmen were elated over 
the victory of America’s fastest 
jet fighter over Russian-built jets 
over northWest Korea yesterday. 
In a five-minute aerial dog fight 
between four North American F- 
86 Sabers and four Soviet-type 
MIG-15s near Sinuiju, one Red 
plane was shot down and the 
others fled across the Manchurian 
border. It was the Sabers’ first 
encounter with the enemy. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s war 
summary credited combined 
naval and ground force bombard- 
ment with breaking up a pre- 
dawn assault against perimeter 
positions west of Hungnam—evi- 
dently an attack intended in great 
force. 

However, United States Third 
Infantry doughboys rose from 
their snowy foxholes along the 
seashore flats to repel charges by 
wildly-shouting Chinese in com- 
pany strength Sunday night.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP) — 
A bill giving each member of the 
armed services a $10,000 free life 
insurance policy was passed by 
the House today without a dis- 
senting vote. 

The measure now goes to the 
Senate. It would make the in- 
surance retroactive to June 27 to 
cover those who have died in the 
Korean war. 

The legislation is phrased so 
that the 33 Pennsylvania national 
guardsmen killed in a train wreck 
in Ohio Sept. 11 while en route 
to their training camp would be 
considered as insured. Their sur- 
vivors would receive the insur- 
ance benefits. 

Rehabilitation Bill Voted. 

The House also approved unan- 
imously and sent to the White 
House a bill providing vocational 
rehabilitation for veterans dis- 
abled in the Korean war. Such 
rehabilitation already is provided 
for veterans of the last world 
war. 

Moving swiftly in another di- 
rection to prepare for the eventu- 
alities of war, the House passed 
without dissent a measure to set 
up a billion-dollar war damage 
corporation to insure private 
property for bombs or other war 
damage. 

Meanwhile, the House Armed 
Services Committee approved 
unanimously a master plan for a 
federal civil defense program ex- 
pected to cost more than $3,100,- 
000,000 in the next three years. 
Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, 
said he hoped to get a House vote 
on it Wednesday. 

The . Senate Armed Services 
Committee approved a similar bill 
last Saturday. The Senate is ex- 
pected to consider it before re- 
cessing for the Christmas holi- 
days. 

The House bill contains a bar 
against federal contributions to 
self-liquidating projects which 
might be used as bomb shelters. 

This would bar the use of federal 
emergency defense grants on such 
projects as a proposed under- 
ground parking garage in San 
Francisco's civic center.

The bill creates a federal civil 


administration to be 
headed by a $17,500-a-year ad- 
ministrator. 

Under both the House and Sen- 
ate bills, the civilian defense ad- 
ministrator would have sweeping 
powers to train civil defense 
workers, co-ordinate federal and 
state defense activities, and work 
with the states in building bomb 
shelters and fixing defense proce- 
dures in event of attack. The 
Government would be authorized 
to match state funds on a 50-50 
basis for construction of public 
bomb shelters.

DETROIT, Dec. 18 (AP)—Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. today ordered 
Chevrolet, Pontiac and Cadillac 
dealers to halt sale of 1951 model 
cars received from the factory to- 
day or hereafter.

The Economic Stabilization 
Agency Saturday ordered prices 
of all automobiles rolled back to 
Dec. 1 levels, G.M., Chrysler, 
Ford and Nash had announced 
higher price tags for new models 
since that date. 

G.M. told dealers any Pontiacs, 
Chevrolets or Cadillacs recéived 
on or after today will remain the 
property of G.M. on a consign- 
ment basis and are not to be sold 
until released by the corporation. 
The move will halt sales of about 
one third of the autos made in 
the United States after today.

4,490,000 - Share Market 
Closes With Gains Up 
to $2 — War Issues 
Most Popular.

NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP) — 
Prospects of the greatest indus- 
trial effort in American history 
brought a flood of trading on the 
New York Stock Exchange today. 

The day’s volume of 4,490,000 
shares was the second highest in 
1l years. It was exeeeded this 
year only by the 4,860,000 shares 
transferred on June 27, right 
after the start of the Korean war. 

At one time in the morning the 
ticker was six minutes behind 
floor transactions. Things settled 
down after a time, but for a short 
period in the afternoon the tape 
again lagged. 

Most popular were issues of 
companies expected to play an 
important part in defense pro- 
duction. Price gains ranged from 
a few cents to around $2 a share. 
At one time, some stocks were 
around $3) a share higher, but 
late selling to take advantage of 
the day’s profits cut down the 
advance. Over 150 individual 
stocks soared to new 1950 high 
prices today. The best gainers 
included aircraft, steel, railroad 
and oil issues.

TO CALL GERMANY 
‘LAND OF LOVE’

DUESSELDORF, Germany, Dec. 
18 ‘(AP)—West Germany soon will 
have a new national anthem that 
avoids the arrogance of ““Deutsch- 
land Ueber Alles,” the newspaper 
Rheinische Post reported today. 

The Post said the new anthem 
will be proclaimed officially on 
New Year’s eve by West German 
President Theodor Heuss. 

Since the war, the Germans 
have been without a national 
anthem. The traditional “Deutsch- 
land Ueber Alles” ‘Germany 
Above All). which has fallefinto 
international disfavor as a result 
of its connection with German 
militarism, has not been legally 
barred and still is sung occasional- 
ly, but it has had no official post- 
war status.

Pace, who is _ representing

“The American people already 
have stepped up their prepared- 
ness and plan for even greater 
sacrifices in the next year to 
strengthen the position of their 
partners in the North Atlantic 
treaty organization. . .. In the 
United States all our efforts are 
now being geared to expedite the 
organization of our military forces 
and the production of munitions. 

“I know you share with us an 
appreciation of the urgency of 
the situation and the need for 
speed in your own efforts.” 

Pace said that after 14 months

Federal Reorganization, 
Contract Modification 


Authority Is Sought by 
President. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
President Truman today asked 
'Congress to vote him emergency 
| powers to create new government 
|agencies and adjust defense con- 
| tracts. 

In a letter to Vice President 
Barkley and House Speaker Ray- 
burn Truman said what is needed 
is quick legislation restoring 
powers he formerly had under 
titles one and two of the first War 
| Powers Act of 1941. 
| Title one gave emergency gov- 
ernment reorganization powers to 
‘the president during World War 
‘II and title two allowed him to 
modify contracts to avoid “undue 
delays in production.” 

Suppliers Face Bankruptcy. 

In the latter case, the Presi- 
dent explained: 
| “For example, some Govern- 
ment suppliers now face possible 
bankruptcy because fixed prices 
in their government contracts are 
entirely inadequate to meet ris- 
ing costs; in certain cases, con- 
tract price adjustments are essen- 
tial to keer these firms in pro- 
duction. Other Government con- 
tractors, engaged in especially 
hazardous work for the military 
services, may have to be indem- 
_nified promptly for damage to 
‘facilities and equipment in order 
that repairs or replacement may 
be undertaken without delay.”

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NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
Alfred Bergdoll, 23-year-old son 
of the widely publicized “No. 1 
slacker” of World War I, pleaded 
guilty today to a two-count draft 
dodging charge. 

The bespectacled, German-born 
Bergdoll made his plea before 
United States District Judge Syl- 
vester J. Ryan. The youth, a $23- 
a-week clerk, is the son of draft 
evader Grover Cleveland Berg- 
doll of 30 years ago. 

The FBI, at the time of young 
Bergdoll’s arrest, said the youth 
“seems to be opposed to war on 
philosophical grounds, and the 
law provides no consideration for 
that.” 

He pleaded guilty to failure to 
report for physical examination 
last Aug. 21 and to report for in- 
duction into the armed forces 
Nov. 9. He faces a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison 
and a $10,000 fine. The court 
set Thursday for sentencing. 

Before young Bergdoll entered 
his plea, his attorney said his 
client now wanted to seek ‘“lim- 
ited service in the armed forces.” 
Judge Ryan said the defendant 
“is not going to negotiate these 
matters with me,” and suggested 
selective service officials were the 
proper authorities to listen to 
such a proposal. 

The elder Bergdoll was tried 
by an army court-martial in the 
late 1930s for World War I draft- 
dodging, and sentenced to two 
years at hard labor. He is now a 
“gentleman farmer” in Charles 
City, Va.

They defer students 
until the end of the college year 
for which they are enrolled.

The difference between the two 
rates in the last two years is 
about $100,000. 

The Mayor also had suggested 
that the appropriation for the 
care of state tuberculosis patients 
in the next two years be $1,120,- 
000, to cover the $17.50 weekly 
rate.

70 GET CITIZENSHIP 


Embassy Clerk in War Was 
Accused of Taking Loyalty 
Oath to Hitler. 


A suit asking that the rights 
and privileges of United States 
citizenship be restored to Joachim 
Weidhaas, St. Louisan who worked 
in Germany in World War II, was 
filed in United States District 
Court here today. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son was named defendant in the 
action which alleges the State 
Department executed without 


Weidhaas’s citizenship in 1948 on 
the ground the former St. Louis- 
an took an oath of allegiance to 
Hitler in the war. 

Weidhaas was a clerk in the 
United States Embassy in Berlin 
when this country entered the 
war. Along with other personnel 
of the embassy he later was taken 
to Lisbon, Portugal, for exchange 
and eventual return to America. 

He did not board the exchange 
ship, his petition stated, because 
he learned that his wife, a Ger- 
man national, as well-as their son, 
would not be permitted to accom- 
pany him. He returned to Ber- 
lin, the petition continued, “and 
was forced to seek employment 
to support” his family. 

From August 1942 to April 
1945, Weidhaas was employed in 
a Berlin radio station. The State 
Department alleges that during 
this period he took an oath of 
allegiance to Hitler’s Germany,

Weidhaas denied this, saying he 
was surprised to learn in the fall 
of 1948 that the United States 
consul at Bremerhaven had re- 
ceived a certificate from the State

for the treason trial of Martin 
James Monti, a St. Louisan 
charged with broadcasting for the 
Nazis. Weidhaas now lives in the 
4600 block of Loughborough ave- 
nue and is employed as a hotel 
auditor.

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Water Resources Policy Board 
Discovers No Policy, So Urges 


Thorough Survey to Base One On 


Commission Headed by Morris L. Cooke Ex- 
presses Dissatisfaction With Programs — 
Implies Criticism of Pick-Sloan Plan, 


Seems to Lean Toward TVA Type.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. 


RITICISM of the hodge-podge Pick-Sloan plan for the develop- 
ment of the Missouri river basin is implied in the report of the | 
President’s Water Resources Policy Commission, made public | 


While the Missouri basin operation was not singled out for 


attack, the commission expressed 
development programs generally 
projects be undertaken before a 
partial board. 


President Truman took note of 
the report by issuing a statement 
inviting the American people to 
give full and careful considera- 
tion to the findings. He said wise 
' planning was urgent now because 
of defense requirements. 

Policy, Not Organization. 

Asked specifically at a press 
conference whether the Pick- 
Sloan plan was inadequate, in the 
view of the commission, Chairman 
Morris L. Cooke, Philadelphia en- 
gineer, replied that President 
Truman, in setting up the com- 
mission nearly a year ago, re- 
quested the commission to con- 
sider policy and not organization. 

The report generally seems to 
lean toward the Tennessee Valley 
Authority type of organization, 
however—or at least it is regard- 
ed as so doing by persons of a 
conservative bent. Progressives 
think the document is rather 
weak, 

The Commission failed to rec- 
ommend an overall approach to 
resources problems, as some had 
expected it would—that is, it did 
not express a preference, for ex- 
ample, for a valley authority type 
of organization as opposed to the 
interagency type. 


What President Asked. 

It did follow the President’s in- 
structions, however, in a narrow 
fashion. In setting up the com- 
mission in January, Truman said 
it should consider the extent and 
character of federal participation 
in water resources projects, an 
appraisal of the priority of pro- 
grams from the standpoint of eco- 
nomic and social need, criteria 
and stands for evaluating the 
feasibility of projects and perti- 
nent legislation. 

No specific legislation was rec- 
ommended. Cooke said that law- 
yers were working now on a Dill 
which would encompass the rec- 
ommendations and that the com- 
mission would meet next month 
to complete action on the meas- 
ure. It is hoped that most of the 
material can be covered in a 
single law, which will be pre- 
sented to President Truman for 
whatever action he desires. 

Cooke emphasized that the re- 
port, including 70 major recom- 
mendations, was adopted unani- 
mously by the seven commis- 
sioners. Critics are saying al- 
ready that no report on such a 
controversial subject could be 
unanimous and still be hard- 
hitting. 

Source of Fact Material. 


Regardless of the strength or 
weakness of the commission’s 
recommendations, the studies will 
provide a valuable source of fac- 
tual material for those interested 
in natural resources. 

Taking the theme that water 
has dominated human iife 
throughout history, the report as- 
serts that in terms of the nation’s 
future, research and experimen- 
tation in fields relating to water 
use “may well be found to rank 
with the development of atomic 
energy utilization.” 

These fields were listed as the 
development of the necessary 
techniques for utilizing ground 
water resources, the establish- 
ment of a sound national policy 
for control of artificial rain- 
making activities, and experimen- 
tation, including pilot plant op- 
eration, in the conversion of sea 
water to fresh water. 

The reason for these sugges- 
tions is, the commission says, that 
it now is compellingly clear that 
water is limited in relation to the 
nation’s varied and growing needs 
and that “the management, con- 
servation and use of our water re- 
sources is inextricably bound up 
with the management, conserva- 
tion and use of our land, and 
that both are essential to our ex- 
pansion as a nation.” 

No Single, Uniform U.S. Policy. 

Pointing out that there is today 
no single, uniform federal policy 
governing comprehensive develop- 
ment of water and land resources, 
the commission says it is con- 
winced that “the next step for- 
ward must be the application of 
unified. responsibility to the plan- 
ning of, multiple-purpose basin- 
wide developments.” 

“This need not be in accord- 
ance with the TVA pattern so far 
as organization is concerned,” says 
the report. “But it must take 
advantage of what the country 
has learned from that experiment 
in unified development of the 
water resources of ~ 

The recommendations were 
predicated on the notion of an 
expanding economy. It is pointed 
out that the population of the 
United States is expected to reach 
190,000,000 in about 25 years and 
that water must be husbanded 
merely to retain present stand- 
ards of living. The goal, however, 
is to achieve a higher standard. 

Economic Philosophy. 
As to its economic philosophy, 


dissatisfaction with water resource 
and recommended that no new 
thoroughgoing review by an im- 


ning to maintain and strength- 
en free competition. Where nat- 
ural monopolies exist, therefore, 
it is in accordance with the 
American system that the Gov- 
ernment should itself provide 
competition, if this is deemed 
necessary to insure its benefits, 
as for example for providing 
low-cost and abundant power. 
“But it is not in accordance 
with the American system, nor 
is it any part of the purpose of 
the plans for water development 
proposed in this report, that the 
Federal Govarnment should it- 
self become a great monopolist.” 


Amplification by Olds. 
Expanding briefly, Leland Olds, 
a member of the commission, told 
reporters he thought most future 
hydroelectric power would be de- 
veloped in conjunction with basin 
programs but that these installa- 
tions would not by any means 
‘supply the country’s needs. Pri- 
vately-owned steam plants would 
supplement hydro power in a 
mixed system. 

The commissioners note that of 
an installed power capacity of 
67,000,000 kilowatts in the middle 
of 1950, private ownership ac- 
counted for 53,500,000. They 
quote the FPC as_ estimating 
power requirements by 1970 will 
be 160,000,000 kilowatts. 

“To assure the country’s ability 
to meet this demand,” the report 
states, “joint efforts of both pub- 
lic and private power enterprises 
will be required.” 

Important Recommendations. 
Some of the most important of 
the 70 recommendations may be 
summarized as follows: 

The orderly formulation of na- 
tional water resources programs 
requires the establishment of a 
Federal Board of Review appoint- 
ed by the President with the 
confirmation of the Senate. The 
board should perform, among 
others} the functions of the review 
agencies recommended by the 
Hoover Commission. 

(One of the Hoover groups 
recommendations was that a 
Board of Impartial Analysis, con- 
sisting of five men, be established 
to review and report to the Presi- 
dent and Congress on the public 
and economic value of project 
proposals which, under the 
Hoover plan, would be initiated 
by a reorganized Department of 
the Interior.) 

Since the Hoover reorganization 
proposals in this field have not 
been effectuated, the Cooke com- 
mission recommended that Con- 
gress set up a separate river basin 
commission for each of the major 
basins. These bodies should be 
authorized to co-ordinate the sur- 
veys, construction activities and 
operations of the federal agencies 
in the several basins under the 
guidance of independent chair- 
men appointed by the President. 
They would receive appropria- 
tions from Congress. 


For Basin-wide Programs. 

Another proposal is that Con- 
gress should direct the respon- 
sible federal agencies to submit 
new proposals for water resources 
development to Congress ONLY 
in the form of basin programs 
which deal with entire basins as 
units. 
Another recommendation is 
that Congress should require that 
all basin recommendations carry 
a precise statement as to the ade- 
quacy of the data on which they 
are based. Congress should be 
prepared to withhold approval of 
recommendations in areas where 
the data are inadequate. 

(The Hoover Commission task 
forces found that in some in- 
stances plans for projects in the 
Missouri basin were based on an 
appalling lack of factual informa- 
tion, resulting in failures and 
losses to the taxpayers.) 

Other recommendations: 

Congress should direct all fed- 
eral departments and agencies re- 
sponsible for the development of 
water and land resources, in co- 
operation with interested states, 
promptly to review all existing 
plans and programs, and to co- 
operate in preparing co-ordinated 
plans for water resources develop- 


Cavalrymen 
Favor Use of 
Horses in Korea 


Missourian Puts in 
Plug for Mules — 
Advantage Over 
Tanks.

WITH THE U. S. EIGHTH 
ARMY, KOREA (AP) 


ANY former boot and spur 
M citicers feel Korea would be 
a good theater for the Amer- 
| ican Army to make a test revival 
of horse cavalry. 

The Army sadly gave up its 
four-legged cavalry, famous for 
its Civil War and frontier Indian 
campaigns, after adverse reports 
from frontline commanders in 
World War II. They said they 
could find no use for the faith- 


ful animals on the modern battle- 
fields of Europe. 


But some officers believe Old 
Dobbin still has a place on the 
battlefields of Asia. They think 
there is still a potential military 
use here for the combat kinship 
and love and discipline that exists 
between trained men and trained 
animals working together. 


Good Area for Cavalry. 


“This is beautiful terrain for 
horse cavalry,” said Maj. William 
Cochrane Jr., a mining engineer 
from Joplin, Mo. “They can raise 
a lot of hell. 


“The Chinese have used horse 
cavalry units well here because 
of the nature of the land. The 
rugged hills and the poor roads 
give them an advantage in cer- 
tain conditions over infantry and 
tanks. I think we could do the 
se thing with them—if we had 

em.” 


In a retarded land such as 
Korea the cavalry horse serves 
both as a combat personnel ve- 
hicle and a supply vehicle. It can 
carry a soldier into battle or bring 
up to him the food and water 
and ammunition he needs if he 
is dug into a defensive position 
in isolated country. 


It can do this over narrow 
trails that defy tracked treads or 
wheels. In this respect, Maj. 
Cochrane put in a plug for a 
product of his home state—the 
Missouri mule, which had a dis- 
tinguished record in World War I. 


“It is still true that a mule 
can go any place a man can go 
without using his hands,” Coch- 
rane said. “And it can carry a 
soldier safely over mountain paths 
a man wouldn’t want to risk 
going across on his own feet.” 


Useful for Ambushes. 


But he sees the chief virtues 
of horse cavalry outfits here as 
their ability to stage surprise 
ambushes and the speed edge 
they sometimes have over both 
foot troops and armor in making 
smash hit-and-run raids m force. 

The views of Cochrane, an 
intelligence officer in the Seventh 
Cavalry Regiment once ied by 
General Custer, are shared by 
other competent soldiers over 
here who have had to deal with 
Mongol troops sweeping forward 
on shaggy Asian ponies. Naturally 
these views thrill the hearts of 
all the old retired cavalrymen. 


They like to feel that the mili- 
tary branch they gave their lives 
to still hasn’t been outmoded al- 
together by metal monsters that 
a nuzzle the hand that feeds 

em. 


It is at least an even bet that 
if there is a great war yet to be 
fought in Asia by American 
troops the hoofbeats of a reborn 
American horse cavalry will 
thunder across the plains and 
echo in the mountains.

WAR PRODUCTION AND ECONOMIC INJURIES 


Livingston 


GREAT test of the American character is hard upon us. 
President Truman’s emergency talk to the nation makes 
that clear. A speedup in rearmament—to suit the quickening 
tempo of the Kremlin timetable—will cause economic injuries. Some 
people are going to lose jobs. Some business men are going to 


lose money. And all of us are 
tougher. 

The attitude toward defense 
will change. We can’t have busi- 
ness as usual, despite the Defense 


Production Act. Last September, 
after Korea, Congress wanted 
war production, but it didn’t want 
discombobulation. The act speci- 
fies that the diversion of civilian 
production to war production 
“may proceed at once,” but that 
the national economy “must be 
maintained with the maximum 
effectiveness and least hardship.” 

Government officials have felt 
they had to be careful lest some- 
body be hurt. If somebody were 
hurt, there’d be an investigation. 
Thus, the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee, headed by 
Sen. Maybank (Dem.), South Car- 
Olina, has been investigating the 
effect of Regulation W on the 
automobile industry. 


Oomph for War Production. 

President Truman is now clear- 
ing the decks for action. Under 
a state of national emergency, 
the Defense Department can issue 
contracts directly to manufactur- 
ers by negotiation, instead of 


a calling for bids—a time-consum- 
}|ing process. As a result, the issu- 


ance of defense orders will be 


| speeded up. 


My hunch is that we won’t 
get real oomph into war pro- 
duction until the government 
orders flat cutbacks in civilian 
production, say a 30% to 50% 
Slash in auto output. 

So long as auto companies 
continue to make as many cars 
as they can get materials for, 
all the energy and drive of the 
companies is to make cars. 
But slap a ceiling on produc- 
tion, and they’ll go after war 
business. The same applies to 
television, refrigerators, wash- 
ing machines, etc. 

That, of course, will cause un- 
employment. Opposition has been 
voiced to any reductions in auto 
schedules. Washington officials 
have hesitated to take the step 
too. They were worried about un- 
employment. They felt that the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force 
weren’t ready with war orders to 
take up the slack. 


But if the companies are ready | 


for business, as I’ve noted before, 
military designers will get off 
their blueprints. It won’t be long 
then before tanks, guns, ammuni- 
tion, etc., roll off assembly lines. 

Clearly, if limitation orders are 
to be put on the manufacture

nancial difficulty. And if price 
ceilings are to be put on foods, 
farm leaders will have to show 
a willingness to subordinate their 
particular financial interest to the 
general emergency. That’s where 
the test of American character 
will come in. 

Aside from getting war pro- 
duction up rapidly, the greatest 
problem the administration faces 
is inflation. It’s feeding on itself. 
Business men, who six months 
ago were worried about a possible 
slump and didn’t want to expand, 
are now placing orders right and 
left. 

Hurry-up Call for Men. 

Prime example: Freight cars— 
127,000 are on order today as 
against only 40,000 in June, be- 
fore Korea, and 19,000 in Jan- 
uary. Plant and equipment ex- 
penditures of American business 
as a whole are estimated up 30% 
in the first quarter of 1951 as 
against the first quarter of 1950, 
Industrialists are reasoning: Any- 
thing I try to build or buy two 
or three years from now will cost 
more, so I’d better buy now, if I 
can. 

These are all work-out prob- 
lems. Of one thing, however, we 
can be sure. President Truman 
will issue a hurry-up call for per- 
sonnel to man the defense agen- 
cies, which are bound to expand 
rapidly. The other certainty is 
that taxes will go up sharply. 
Wall Street, which has been so 
gay about inflation, may begin 
to have some doubts. After all, 
earnings of corporations are going 
to undergo deflation. 


FRESH STREAMS OF LAVA 
POUR FROM MOUNT ETNA 


CATANIA, Sicily, Dec. 18 (UP) 
—Mount Etna, in eruption for 17 
days, sent fresh streams of lava 
pouring down its eastern slope 
yesterday to within 820 feet of 
the main highway between the 
towns of Milo and Fornazzo. 

The two towns, partly evacuated 
for more than a week, were still 
a mile from the nearest lava 
front. 

After a comparative week of 
quiet, ‘new lava coursed down 
over rock-like layers pushed out 
during the early stages of the 
eruption.

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A Sheriff With Ambitions 


Abraham Lincoln’s most disillusioning experi- 
ence came, without a doubt, from the horde of 
job-seekers he found waiting for him when he 
got to the White House. -The local Democrats— 
and Sheriff Callanan in particular—are cur- 
rently undergoing a similar experience but, we 
are sure, with a different reaction. 

The Democrats have about 400 jobs to pass 
out as a result of their victory last month. And 
the Sheriff has made himself the chief dispenser 
—although, strictly speaking, this function be- 
longs to the chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee, John J. Dwyer, with the “advice and 
consent” of the powers in the organization. 

But Callanan is the boss these days. The two 
biggest jobs filled to date have gone to Callanan 
men. There was the outrageous appointment of 
his old friend, former Sheriff Dougherty, to be 
chief clerk of the Magistrates’ Court: and now 
Patrick E. Clifford has been given the job of 
assistant clerk to the Board of Aldermen. Dwy- 
er’s suggestions have been ignored, and so have 
those of Anton Sestric, leader of the South Side 
Democrats. In fact, Callanan has been holding 
councils of war on patronage distribution which 
have not even been attended by Dwyer, the 
party’s nominal leader. 

Callanan’s control of Democratic committee 
members in 15 of the city’s 28 wards while Ses- 
tric, his strongest adversary, controls but nine 
is one reason why the Sheriff can be high- 
handed. A more impressive reason, however, 
seems to be the way his brother, Lawrence Cal- 
lanan, boss of Steamfitters Local 562, has been 
pouring union funds into the Callanan campaign 
chest. Members of the union quote Lawrence 
as saying that he intends to “make Tom the big- 
gest man in the city.” Reports say Tom already 
has his eyes on the Mayor's office. 

So the Callanan machine-building seems to 
have taken on a new and more specific purpose. 
Its success could have been made almost impos- 
sibly difficult had the voters adopted the pro- 
posed city charter and thus trimmed away some 
of the inordinate political power now lodged in 
the Sheriff’s office. Since this was not done, it 
is largely up to other elements in the local 
Democratic party to keep the Callanan crowd 
from getting much too big for the party’s good, 
not to mention the city’s. 
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A Puzzling Reversal 

Russia's most recent actions regarding an 
Austrian peace treaty are bewildering. First the 
Soviets requested another Big Four conference 
on the subject. Then when it began, they im- 
mediately ended it by refusing to discuss Aus- 
tria unless Allied troops were withdrawn from 
Trieste. This Russia knew the Allies would 
reject. 

What lies behind this strangely contradictory 
behavior can only be conjectured. But the pos- 
sibility of mistake or disagreement in Moscow 
should not be ruled out. 

Somebody may well have had a plan, which 
was over-ruled after the request for the meeting 
had been sent. The masters of Russia are not 
machines. No matter how iron the control of the 
Politburo, it should not be forgotten that it is 
composed of 14 men, who are just as prone to 
error or argument as other men. 
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Britain’s Military Contribution 

One of the most inaccurate of the charges 
against Britain being circulated among the 
American people is that Britain is doing nothing 
to defend itself. 

Britain’s armed forces, when compared with 
total population, are about as large as America’s. 
With a population about one third the size of 
this country’s, Britain has 846,000 men in its 
Army, Navy and Air Force. This total repre- 
sents the same percentage of the population 
as America’s 2,500,000 service men and women. 
Britain, unlike the United States, has continued 
universal military training since the end of 
World War II. 

The relative size of America’s contribution of 
ground troops to the Korean war is about three 
times that of Britain’s. But the reason ‘is 
that Britain has no more available. Seven 
eighths of its ground forces now are on duty 
out of Great Britain. Those that are not in 
Korea are fighting an important war in Malaya, 
or holding the line in such places essential to 
the defense of the free world and the United 
States as Germany, Gibraltar and the Suez 
canal. 
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Erie’s Use of Train Radio 

For its pioneer work in applying the modern 
device of radio to the operation of railway 
trains, the Erie Railroad deserves congratula- 
tions. 

A demonstration of train radio in action, at 
which the members of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission were guests last week, must 
have been truly impressive. It is still more 
impressive in view of the fact that the Erie 
is using train radio on 90 per cent of its main 
line between New York and Chicago. 

The popular excuse unprogressive railroad 
men give for their failure to use train radio 
is that it has not been proved practical. How 
‘much more practical does it have to be proved 
than to be in successful operation as it is on 
the Erie? 

Train radio would have averted many of the 
terrible wrecks that have occurred in recent 
years, and can make railroad travel far safer in 
the future. , 

It is needed for communication between one 
part of a train and another, in these days of 
mile-long freight trains and very long passen- 
ger trains. Wrecks have happened because 
train crews did not know that the rear of their 
train had not quite cleared the main track in 
switching over to a siding, or that several of 
their cars had been knocked over onto an ad- 
joining track in a minor collision, thus setting 
the scene for a major disaster. 

For communication between one train and 
another en route, and between trains en route 
and dispatchers and trackside crews, train 
radio is needed also. It is the one form of 
communication available to trains that offers 
everything required for safe operation. Wrecks 
have occurred because communication was too 
slow and too sporadic—radio is instantaneous 
and continuous. Wrecks have occurred be- 
cause the message that was sent was not re- 
ceived—radio enables the sender to confirm 
whether the message has been received or not. 
Wrecks have occurred because the message, 
though received, was not understood—radio 
enables the recipient to ask for a plainer ex- 
planation if he does not understand, and for 
the sender to give it. 

Radio is an elastic and versatile safety device. 
In combination with other safety devices it 
should be considered indispensable to the opera- 
tion of fast trains over congested track. But 


it is not alone a safety device—it is an effi- 
ciency device also. 

Factual studies have shown that it will soon 
pay for itself in reduced operating costs and 
will then become a source of clear profit fcr 
the railroad. By taking a firmer hand in 
pressing railroads to install radio, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission would not only 
be protecting the traveling public against need- 
less maiming and death. It would also be act- 
ing for the best interest of the railroads them- 
selves. 
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Discount on City Ballots 

Would St. Louis voters submit to having only 
one in every five or six ballots counted here 
in elections for the State Legislature? Of 
caqurse not. Yet that situation would be com- 
parable to the kind of representation the city 
gets in the Missouri House. 

In today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, William 
H. Kester states that this city and seven urban 
counties have more than half the state’s popu- 
lation, and less than a third of the votes in 
the State House of Representatives. 

A clear majority in the House is held by 79 
rural counties, which have about one fourth 
of the population. Each of these is guaranteed 
one seat under the State Constitution. 

This is the old story of rural domination 
of the Legislature through unjust apportion- 
ment, which means cut-rate ballots in the cities. 
Nor is this peculiar to Missouri. Robert S. 
Allen has said that 59 per cent of the Amer- 
ican people live in cities, yet elect only 25 per 
cent of the legislators. 

What is peculiar to Missouri is the way we 
manage misrepresentation. In Missouri the 
Senate represents population far better than the 
House, and this is nearly opposite to the Fed- 
eral Congress. And the complex and unjust 
apportionment plan is buried deep in the State 
Constitution. 

Mr. Kester offers a provocative idea for 
changing the basis of House seats. Certainly 
the ultimate solution for Missouri should be 
adoption of the federal system, where the 
smaller house represents geographical areas 
and the larger chamber represents population. 
This would require constitutional amendment. 

Meanwhile, the 1950 census poses an imme- 
diate problem of redistricting the State Senate 
according to the Constitution. The growth of 
urban population clearly and legally requires 
a change. We have said that the most accur- 
ate reflection of population growth would be a 
State Senate providing 15 Senators instead of 
13 for metropolitan areas, and giving the rest 
of the state 19 instead of 21. 

That should be the target for the state re- 
apportionment commission.

Automobiles—of All Things 


ESA Administrator Alan Valentine is deter- 
mined to teach somebody a lesson, but his 
choice of the auto manufacturers as the first 
candidates for a price freeze borders on the 
absurd. 

President Truman said selective price con- 
trols would be placed on items important to 
national defense or the cost of living. Mr. Val- 
entine has chosen for the first controls a com- 
modity which fits neither category. 

The automobile industry does contribute to 
defense, but not through the retail passenger 
car market which is now to be controlled. To 
the average individual a shiny new car is about 
the least important item in the cost of living. 

It is absurd to freeze the price of cars and 
overlook the recent increase in the price of 
steel, which is basic to the whole economy. It 
is absurd to roll back auto prices at a time 
when credit policy is designed to make them 
harder to buy, and at a time when the American 
family’s food bill is rising unchecked by the 
day. 
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Circus Performers ? 


California’s Representative Carl Hinshaw is 
in quite a tizzy because, to him, the newly deco- 
rated chamber of the House of Representatives 
looks like “a cross between a Babylonian bor- 
dello and a Roman circus.” He is profoundly 
disturbed because the medallions over the House 
doorways contain the likenesses of foreigners: 
Napoleon, Justinian, Alfonso X, Gregory IX. In 
fact, only two Americans are represented: Thom- 
as Jefferson and “a man named Mason, other- 
wise unidentified.” 

Thanks to our trusty Britannica, we are glad 
to explain that all those foreigners were distin- 
guished lawmakers. Mr. Hinshaw may have 
heard of Justinian’s famous codification of the 
Roman law. And we are sure that his colleagues 
from Louisiana will be glad to tell him about 
the Code. Napoleon which is still good law in 
their state. A's for Alfonso X, also called the 
Learned, he was a medieval Spanish king (1252- 
1284) who undertook to give his kingdom an 
organized code of law and a consistent judicial 
system. Gregory IX, Pope from 1227 to 1241, 
also was famed for his learning and his efforts 
to simplify and clarify the law. All in all, it 
does not seem inappropriate that Congressmen 
should be reminded of men who preferred the 
clarification of the law to its further confusion. 

As for that man Mason, there are 25 Masons 
in Vol. XII of the Dictionary of American Biog- 
raphy. Since Mr. Hinshaw is very zealous about 
American heroes, he might brush up on all of 
them. We suggest, however, that he start with 
George Mason (1725-1792). His greatest single 
claim to fame was drafting the Bill of Rights in 
the Virginia constitution. It became the model 
for the Bill of Rights in the Constitution of the 
United States. To us, that does not make him 
a circus perfomer, but a good man to keep an 
eye on the House of Representatives. 
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Wu Hsiu-chuan Sulks 

Peiping’s Wu Hsiu-chuan is acting like the 
little boy who takes his toys and goes home to 
play in his own sandpile. Because he has not 
been allowed to make his own rules, he is angry. 
‘And because he is angry, he is going home. 

At least, such was the impression that his 
press statement made. But the peace of the 
world is at stake, and fits of pouting are not 
going to solve anything. If Wu is going to be 
the little boy who listens only to Mother Russia, 
then it is doubly incumbent upon the Western 
nations to behave like adults. 

Instead of emulating Peiping’s sulking, the 
West should continue honest efforts to find a 
solution. The West, and particularly the United 
States, should announce that it is willing to 
discuss with Communist China all the major 
points of tension in the Far East, once a cease 
fire in Korea has been achieved. 

One point Wu made was fair enough. He 
demanded recognition of Communist China's 
right to a major voice in Asian affairs. That 
it has such a voice in fact has been forcibly 
demonstrated in Korea. There seems to be 
little to be gained and much to be lost by 
refusing to acknowledge it. 
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THE BIGGER QUESTION IN WESTERN EUROPE 


A House That Is Not Representative 


The Mirror

St. Louis and seven urban counties with half population have less 
than third of Missouri legislators; rural minority dominates state 
government; trouble lies in Constitution; city voters might demand 
redistricting by initiative petition, to protect worth of ballot. 


By William H. Kester, a St. Louis Economist 


As Missouri’s urban population grows, 
the House of Representatives in Jefferson 
City becomes less and less representative. 
Voters in St. Louis have been left with 
cut-rate ballots, worth perhaps a sixth of 
a rural vote in terms of actual representa- 
tion. 

This obsolescent system of distributing 
legislative posts leads to minority rule, 
domination of the Legislature by a rural 
oligarchy, and frequent legislative neglect 
of the needs of larger cities. Collapse of 
the St. Louis earnings tax is one example. 


The trouble lies with the State Constitu- 
tion, which needs amendment. The Legis- 
lature itself is unlikely to suggest consti- 
tutional changes, simply because a major- 
ity of its members have a personal stake 
in the status quo. 

St. Louis and other cities which suffer 
most from misrepresentation should pro- 
vide the initiative for reform. Two steps 
are necessary: 

(1) A plan must be devised for fair dis- 
tribution of House seats. The simplest 
way to accomplish this would be to create 
new legislative districts, each to have one 
Representative. The districts would be 
organized from adjacent counties, and 
from parts of densely settled counties, so 
the districts would be nearly equal in 
population. 

(2) Leadership must be found for a 
campaign to collect signatures for initia- 
tive petitions, thus forcing the redistrict- 
ing issue before a state-wide referendum. 


How Constitution Works 


As matters stand, St. Louis and seven 
counties have more than half the state's 
residents, but only 31 per cent of the seats 
in the House. Seventy-eight rural coun- 
ties have not much more than a quarter 
of the population, but hold a distinct ma- 
jority of seats in the House. 

Each county, no matter how small, is 
entitled to at least one State Representa- 
tive, under the Constitution. But the 
larger the county, the fewer Representa- 
tives it has in proportion to its voters. 

Missouri’s inequalities are buried in its 
basic law. Unfair distribution of legisla- 


_ tive offices was established in the Missouri 


Constitution of 1875. At that time St. 
Louis had a population of about 311,000, 
and was allocated 16 State Representa- 
tives. 

The city’s pépulation has nearly tripled 
in 80 years, but only two more Representa- 
tives have been allocated for St. Louis 
residents. Though the 1945 Constitution 
permitted changes in both Senate and 
House, these were not based on the prin- 
ciple that each legislator should represent 
the same number of voters. 


Missouri’s counties were established in 
an age of slow communication, when small 
geographical size was necessary for the ef- 
ficiency of county governments. There is 
little need today for 114 separate counties, 
and no equality in allowing each one a 
Representative. 


Census Makes It Worse 


Preliminary returns of the 1950 decen- 
nial census reveal an aggravation of the 
misrepresentation in the Legislature. 


Missouri’s population this year has been 
counted as 3,924,220 persons. Under exist- 
ing provisions of the Constitution, this 


having only 44.5 per cent of the popula- 
i And if St. Louis were to be repre- 
sented in the same proportion as the 
smallest county, it would have 187 legis- 
lators. 

The 1950 census indicates a continuing 
growth of litan centers and a de- 
cline in rural population. Mechanization 
of farms, increasing industrialization of 


the state and other causes are incentives 
for the urban trend. 


Control of the House of Representatives 
by counties which had less than 21,339 
persons each in 1940 has meant discrimi- 
nation against the cities and their resi- 
dents. Year by year the archaic law of the 
= extends the inequities of its govern- 
ment. 


Finding a workable system of represen- 
tation for the House is a geographical and 
political challenge. Perhaps the best plan 
would permit one Representative for every 
40,000 persons, allowing any representa- 
tional district to vary up to 25 per cent in 
population. 

This would mean that the districts 
would include adjacent counties or parts 
of counties, as compact and nearly equal 
in population as possible. If it were pos- 
sible to form districts of one county with 
30,000 to 50,000 residents, that county 
would be a legislative district by itself. 


Fewer Seats, Better Men 


Under this plan, Missouri could be di- 
vided into 100 legislative districts. Thirty- 
three of the smallest counties would still 
have a 24 per cent advantage over the 
Statewide average in the proportion of 
Representatives to population, since the 
average number of persons in their 16 dis- 
tricts would be 31,900. St. Louis would 
have nine districts, averaging 41,100, or 
a disadvantage of 4 per cent. Yet this 
would be many times more equitable than 
the present distribution of seats. 


Reducing the number of House seats to 
100 in this manner should permit greater 
efficiency in the operation of that cham- 
ber. Fewer seats also would allow pay 
increases, which might attract more ca- 
pable men to the Legislature. 


One way to conduct redistricting would 
be through a a bipartisan apportionment 
commission to be named by the Governor. 
This idea follows closely the constitutional 
procedure for Senate apportionment. The 
Senate is not elected by counties but by 
34 districts. 

The Constitution permits two methods 
for revising allocation of State Representa- 
tives. One would require majority ap- 
proval in both Senate and House on a con- 
stitutional amendment, but it is difficult 
to conceive of legislators now controlling 
the House helping to vote themselves out 
of control. 


A Realistic Procedure 


A more realistic procedure is use of 
initiative petitions to force the issue to a 
popular vote. The petitions would have to 
represent signatures of 8 per cent of the 
total vote cast for Governor in the last 
election in each of two-thirds of the Con- 
gressional districts. If Missouri loses two 
congressional districts, and has only 11, 
sufficient petitioners would have to be 
found in only eight districts. 


This appears to be feasible. Nearly 93,- 
000 signatures would be needed. There 
are now five districts in the St. Louis and 
Kansas City areas which would stand to 
gain by legislative redistricting, and four 
others which include larger cities that also 
would win better representation under the 
proposed amendments. 

Civic and political leadership will have 
to develop in the cities to push Missouri 
reapportionment. The work will not begin 
anywhere else. But a well-organized cam- 
paign to restore the rightful worth of the 
ballot would be a service to the whole 
state. “Rotten boroughs” weaken demo- 
cratic government anywhere.

Between Book Ends 


Military Outlook in Europe 
DEFENSE OF THE WEST, by 8. H. Liddell Hart. 

(William Morrow & Co., 335 pgs., $4.) 

Despite the calmness and objectivity 
with which Capt. Liddell Hart sets forth 
his picture of the world at general quar- 
ters, this book is alarming. But, judging 
the picture by the author's reputation as a 
military commentator, and in the light of 
current news, it seems that his somber 
presentation is as realistic an over-all view 
of the situation as can be found. It may 
well be a most salutary warning. 


In this book, written before the Korean 
War, the author points to Western Europe 
as the critical theater, regrets the United 

. States’ interest in 
the Pacific area and 
even dismisses the 
old bugaboo of an 
attack from Siberia 
on Alaska. As he 
puts it: 

“There is danger, 
too, in America’s 
preoccupation with 
the Pacific angle of 
a global view. It 
tends to distract too 
A much of her atten- 
| uanes tion and effort to a 

quarter which can 
B. H. Liddell Hart ‘ave no _ decisive 

bearing on present 
issues. A sober estimate of the immense 
difficulties imposed ... would discount 
the idea that a powerful attack (either 
way) can be carried out and maintained 
across the Bering Straits. ... Still more 
effort has been devoted by the U.S.A. to 
the strengthening of her girdle of bases 
further south. While these are of regional 
importance, for America’s security and in- 
fluence in the Far East, no military effort 
which she mounted there, if war broke out, 
would seriously affect the main struggle 
in the West. 


“A true view of global strategy would 
emphasize the need of concentrating the 
maximum possible effort where it can 
have the closest possible bearing on the 
main issue.” 


The setting for the struggle that may 
break in Western Europe is one of ter- 
rible odds against the Atlantic Pact 
nations. With time growing short, we are 
far, far behind and Soviet Russia is equally 
as far ahead. The primary problem is 
that of keeping the continent from being 
overrun before America can bring her 
weight to bear. The author points out 
that in this respect “it is the forces on the 
scene which count, not a prospective re- 
inforcement from overseas.” 


And what is “on the scene” right now 
is pitifully inadequate, he comments. He 
believes the public has been deluded about 
Britain’s armed forces, that “the effective 
fighting force ready for emergencies is far 
below the meager scale of 1939” when 
“Britain's weakness was exposed by the 
test of war.” He values the highly trained 
professional soldier far above the con- 
script and the reserve, asserting that both 
Britain and the United States should pro-. 
vide “high quality forces, such as armored 
and airborne divisions, that are either on 
the scene or can be quickly rushed there.” 


Liddell Hart's observations on depend- 
ing on air power to knock out hordes of 
troops are doubly interesting in the light 
of the Korean fighting. He cites Rommel 
who several times defeated the British in 
Africa despite their air superiority and 
almost got to Cairo. He warns that during 
the Normandy invasion “the s (de- 
spite Allied air supremacy) managed to 
move about to an extent which is apt to 
be overlooked by comparison with the 
hindrances they suffered.” 

Referring to his previous book “The 
German Generals Talk,” in which they 
passed expert judgment on the Russian 
military machine, Liddell Hart sums up 
the Russian army as an “army of quantity” 
but one that has a very hard core made up 
of an “army of quality.” His four chap- 
ters on the Red army are excellent. His 
warning that Russia’s low standard of liv- 
ing makes her able to survive blows that 
would “pulverize more concentrated and 
complicated organizations like the states of 
Western Europe” is one that cannot be 
overemphasized.

A total of $1,000,000 in volun- 
tary contributions will be sought 
from Missourians in the 1951 
March of Dimes campaign to be 


conducted Jan. 15 through Jan. 
31 by chapters of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
in the state’s 114 counties and St. 
Louis. 

The total represents an increase 
of $119,500 over the $881,500 in 
gifts raised in the state last year. 

Missouri Chairmart’ Homer P. 
Rainey of Columbia said that 
many Missouri chapters now are 
operating with money from the 
National Foundation’s epidemic 
aid fund, which sent $137,000 into 
the state this year. 


The total sought is required to 
assure continued care of patients 
stricken in the past as well as to 
prepare for the incidence that 
must be expected next year, Rain- 
ey said.

1950 DEATH RATE 
LOWEST ON RECORD, 
ONLY 9.6 PER 1000 


The New York Herald Tribune-Post-Dispatch

NEW YORK, Dec. 18—The na- 
tion’s death rate for 1950 dropped 
to the lowest level on record, 9.6 
deaths for every 1000 persons, ac- 


cording to figures compiled by 
Dr. Louis I. Dublin, chief statis- 
tician of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co. 

Dr. Dublin said 1950 reports 
showed marked improvement in 
the health of Americans with the 
incidence and mortality of child- 
hood diseases, maternity, birth 
and tuberculosis hitting record 
lows. His report, based on fig- 
ures available up to last week, 
listed the death rate as 1 per 
cent lower than in 1949. 

For the first time this year the 
infant death rate fell below 30 
for every 1000 live births. The 
maternal death rate was one for 
1400 live births, a 10 per cent 
reduction from 1949. 

Whooping cough was the only 
childhood disease that did not de- 
cline in 1950, Dr. Dublin reported. 
He said the death rate from the 
chronic diseases of middle and 
later life showed no marked 
change as compared with previous 
years,

And Groza 
In Spotlight 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 18 (AP)—It 
will be Los Angeles Rams of- 
fense against the Cleveland 
Browns defense when they clash 
in Cleveland next Sunday for the 
National Football League cham- 
pionship. 

In yesterday’s divisional play- 
offs, the Rams won the National 
Conference title by whipping the 
Chicago Bears, 24-14, before 83,- 
501 customers in 92-degree heat 
at Los Angeles. It was the other 
extreme at Cleveland where, in 
17-degree frigidity, the Browns 
recaptured the American Confer- 
ence crown with an 83 triumph 
over the New York Giants. 

Both teams wore sneakers at 
Cleveland to get a better grip on 
the hard, frozen field. This con- 
test drew 33,054 shivering fans. 

Waterfield in Top Rele. 

It took Bob Waterfield’s wiz- 
ardry in the air to sink Chicago’s 
bruising Bears and vault the 
Rams into-the title playoff with 
Cleveland’s Browns for a prize 
they haven’t won in five years. 
Then, oddly, the Rams’ home town 
was Cleveland. 

Waterfield had a hand in each 
Ram point. He booted a 43-yard 
field goal to break a first-quarter 
deadloek. Then he hit Tom Fears, 
the league’s top pass catcher, with 
touchdown strikes good for 68,-27 
and 23 yards. Finally, he kicked 
each conversion. 

It was too much for the Bears, 
who beat the Rams twice earlier 
this year. The score reversed the 
Bears’ margin of victory over the 
Rams at Chicago three weeks ago. 

In spite of defeat, the Bears 
racked up 23 first downs to 11 for 
the Rams, plus 229 yards rushing 
to 74 for the locals. Only in the 
air did Los Angeles have an edge, 
and the edge was Waterfield. 

Lujack on the Job. 

The Bears’ Johnny Lujack 
passed 29 times and connected 
with 15 for 193 yards. Water- 
field tried 21 and made 14 good 
for 280 yards and three scores. 
The Rams’ sophomore quarter- 
back, Norm Van Brocklin, won the 
starting post over the veteran 
Waterfield, but hit his receivers 
only twice in 10 tries for 17 yards. 
He went to the sidelines after the 
first quarter. So frequently was 
the Oregonian overshooting his re- 
ceivers, in fact, that the crowd 
started to boo him. 

Lujack’s passing record was 52 
per cent, but it didn’t reflect the 
six times that Ram forwards 
swarmed him for losses totaling 
56 yards. Otherwise, he engi- 
neered one scoring drive of 65 
yards in eight plays, Al Campana 
romping the final 22, and another 
of 76 yards in 12, with Fullback 
Fred Morrison piling across from 
the four.

Playing Canasta to Win

GOOD Canasta player knows 
A he should keep as many cards 
in his hand as he can, espe- 
cially when both sides are trying 
for the pack. So when your part- 
ner is an experienced player, able 
to take care of himself, and sud- 
denly he makes an “unnecessary” 
meld, you should pause and figure 
out the reason why. 
. — this case, in which you 
old: 


You needed 50, and your part- 
ner melded early, taking a small 
pack and putting down three 
kings and a deuce. Later an op- 
ponent froze the pack, and now 
it has built up so that a big score 
will go to the side that gets it. 

Now, suddenly, your partner 
melds again, putting down three 
sevens and three tens. 

There is a good reason for mak- 
ing an initial meld; it “unfreezes” 
the pack and makes it easier for 
your side to get it. There is not so 
much reason for melding once you 


have made the initial meld; and in 
a case like this, your partner's 
meld obviously damages his hand, 
which otherwise could get the 
pack if a seven or ten were 
thrown to him. 

So there is only one possible 
interpretation to be put on his 
play. He has decided that the 
opponents have a better chance 
for the pack than you have, and 
he wants to complete a canasta 
fast and go out. 


Knowing this, you must co- 
operate by building toward a ca- 
nasta as fast as you can. Add not 
only your pair of sevens but also 
your deuce to his meld of sevens.

He should have enough wild cards 
and other melds to go out on the 
next round.

Story of How ‘Silent Night Was Born 


Otis Gruber of Danville, Great Grandson of Composer, Tells of Birth of Christmas Favorite

DANVILLE, Dec. 18 

HE night was still and the 
T stars were bright over the 

high Austrian Alps. It was 
such a night as might have been 
when the shepherds watched their 
flocks and saw the star in the 
east. On that night in the Alps 
“Silent Night” was born to cele- 
brate the birth of the Babe in a 
manger at Bethlehem and, with 
an immortality of its own, to be 
sung around the world at Christ- 
mas time. 

Here is the story of “Silent 
Night,” as it was born in the 
Alps nearly 133 years ago— 
told by the great-grandson of the 
man who gave it birth. That 
great-grandson, Otis Gruber, tells 
it as it has come down through 
the generations from that Franz 
Xaver Gruber who in turn was 
immortalized by the carol that he 
compcsed. His telling of it is as 
a gift to Christendom at the near 
approach of Christmastide, as the 
song itself was a gift when it was 
new, renewed year by year and 
never growing old. 

This Franz Gruber, as Otis 
Gruber tells, was the son of a 
linen weaver in the village of 
Oberndorf, hard by Salzburg. The 
father wanted his son to be a 
linen weaver, too, for it was ac- 
cording to the custom that a boy 
follow in the footsteps of his fa- 
ther. Franz, though, had music 
in his soul and it was a musician 
that he would be. But that was 
foolish, Papa Gruber said, and 
Franz was ordered to stay with 
the weaving. 


There was an old musician, or- 
ganist at the Church of Saint 
Nikolas who understood and saw 
in the boy a talent that should 
not be wasted on weaving. Un- 
known to his parents, the lad 
went stealthily to the church and 
was taught to play the organ. 

There came a day when the or- 
ganist was ill and it seemed that 
there was nobody to take his 
place at the organ. Nobody? But 
there was young Franz Gruber. 
He was just 16 or so, but he 
could play almost as well as his 
teacher. So Franz was told that 
he would take his teacher’s place 
on Sunday morning. 

The boy was frightened. He 
doubted that he was able to do 
this thing. And then his parents 
would be there at church. They 
would discover how he had been 
deceiving them. His father might 
be very angry. His misgivings, 
however, were overcome. It was 
his duty, the old organist said. 
Franz thought of this and gave 
his promise. It was the least that 
he could do to repay his teacher. 

So on Sunday morning, though 
his face was turned away, there 
was something strangely familiar 
to the linen weaver and his wife 
about the slight figure sitting at 
the organ. Why, what on earth! 
It was their son, Franz. As they 
muttered, perplexed and troubled, 
the boy touched the keys and the 
notes of the organ filled the place 
with such harmony as had not 


been heard before. Or at least it 
and his wife. This was indeed 
their son, playing the organ like 
hushed and humble.

was no need for opposition to his 
will, for now he would help Franz 
all he could with the music. 

So Franz Gruber, the son of the 
village weaver, had his wish to 
play the organ and teach the 
music that he ‘loved, though all 
unaware that he would compose 
the carol that would be sung at 
Christmas time all around the 
world. In time he took the place 
of the old organist. He had the 
respect of all the people, second 
only to the reverence that they 
paid to Father Josef Mohr, priest 
of the Church of Saint Nikolas. 
They touched their hats to Franz 
Gruber when they met him in the 
village street, and his parents 
were proud of him. 

x * * 

AME then the day before 

Christmas eve in the year of 

1818 and Father Mohr was dis- 
tressed because the organ had 
broken down and, though he had 
tried he had not been able to get 
a man to come through the storm 
from Salzburg to repair it. That 
night a call came for the priest 
to come to a house in the village 
where a child had been born. He 
went and bestowed his blessing 
on the new-born babe. 

As he came away from the cot- 
tage he looked up at the stars. 
The thought came to him it might 
have been on such a night, except 
for the Alpine snow that covered 
the ground, when the Babe of 
Bethlehem was born, such a silent 
night as this. “Stille nacht,” he 
mused, and “heilige nacht,” for 
what had come to pass in the 
Obendorf cottage was holy, too, 
as the birth in the Bethlehem 
manger was holy. 

As he trudged home through 
the snow, under the stars, words 
came to him is if by inspiration— 
“All is calm, all is bright.” Then, 
though it was not his planning or 
intention, the verse in its fullness 
and beauty— 


Silent night! Holy night! 

All is calm, all is bright; 

Round yon Virgin Mother and 
Child, 

Holy Infant, so tender and mild, 

Sleep in heavenly peace, 

Sleep in heavenly peace. 


At home he feverishly set down 
the words that had come to him 
as he walked through the night 
and added to it line upon line— 


Shepherds quake at the sight! 


Glories gleam from heaven afar, 
Heav’nly hosts sing Al-le—lu-ia; 
Christ the Savior is born. 


Son of God, love’s pure light, 

Raidant beams from Thy holy 
face, 

With the dawn of redeeming 
grace, 

Jesus, Lord, at thy birth. 


Early the next day Father Mohr 
hurried .to the home of Franz 
Gruber and laid before him the 
words that he had written. 

“Could you, my son,” he asked, 
“make them into a melody?” And 
Franz said he might if so be that 
such inspiration might come to 
him as had come to Father Mohr 
in writing the words. It was too 
bad that the organ had broken 
down because he needed it for 
the melodizing, but his wife play- 
ed the guitar. That would be a 
help, Franz wrote the notes as 
the words “Stille Nacht” and 
“heilige nacht” sang in his soul 
and his wife played them on the 
guitar. He listened and was sat- 
isfied. The melody that he had 
written was worthy of the words 
that Father Mohr had written. 
“Silent Night” had been born, to 
live on and on. 

Early on Christmas morn, the 
organ being silent, Mrs. Gruber 
sang “Silent Night” to the ac- 
companiment of her guitar. It was 
very beautiful, the people said, as 
they went away. 
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HEN the storm was over the 
man came from Salzburg and 
repaired the organ. When he 
had finished, to make sure that its 
tones were true, he asked Franz 
Gruber to play something. Gruber 
took his place at the instrument 
and softly at first, then trium- 
phantly, played “Silent Night.”

At a concert at the Cathedral 
of Leipzig, given by command of 
the Royal Family, the sisters sang 
“Silent Night” for the first time 
at a public performance outside 
of the church where it was first 
heard. A music publisher who 
heard it asked permission to pub- 
lish it and the first printed copies 
came from the firm ry ~ ey 
Since then millions of copies have 
been published and this Christ- 
mas time, as through the years, 
it will be sung around the world. 

Here at Danville, as at every 


Christmas season, it will be sung 
by the Danville Symphonic Choir, 
directed by Otis Gruber, great 
grandson of Franz Gruber, with 
such effectiveness, musicians say, 
as is seldom found elsewhere, for 
to Otis Gruber it is something 
like a sacrament; a feeling that 
is shared by the 50 singers of the 
choir. 

Prof Gruber cherishes the heri- 
tage that he feels has come to 
him from the composer of “Silent 
Night.” He thinks that he is es- 
pecially favored because he is the 
only one in the Gruber line of 
descent with a pronounced music 
bent. 

Like his great grandfather, he 
had to overcome opposition to 
become a musician and teacher 
of music. His father, Otis Irvin 
Gruber, born in Darmstadt, Ger- 
many, and brought to America 
when he was 2 years old, saw to 
it that the three sisters of Otis 
were musically educated, but he 
did not approve of a boy being 
given such instruction. 

But Otis, working in a grocery 
after school, saved his money to 
pay for music lessons, went 
through high school, taught piano 
and dater went to Knox College 
at Galesburg. 

In the first World War he was 
a navy musician, playing in Sou- 
sa’s band for 18 months. After 
the war he studied at New York, 
Boston and Chicago and taught 
at Kansas University and in 1927 
came to Danville. 

He organized the Symphonic 
Choir 16. years ago with 16 stu- 
dents and former students. It 
has steadily grown in numbers 
and proficiency and has given 
concerts at Chicago and other 
Illinois cities.

day night was the first clean- 
cut statement that made them 
realize just what conditions the 
United States is facing today. I 
was glad the President said that 
this was not just a crisis for the 
United States, but one involving 
the freedom-loving peoples of the 
world. 

I was glad he also made it clear 
that we would have to furnish the 
weapons of war to many of the 
other freedom-loving people who, 
because they have not yet recov- 
ered from the last war, are unable 
to produce the modern equipment 
that will be needed. 
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THERE IS ONE THING, how- 
ever, that the other nations of the 
world must realize. They must 
prove to the people both of the 
United States and of Russia that 
they are making equal sacrifices 
and working equally hard. If our 
people are to work more hours of 
the day, to give up the right to 


strike which is one of our free- 
doms, and to go without many 
things which they have come to 
look on as necessities, then they 
must feel a fellowship with the 
other people of the free world 
which makes it a joint enterprise 
and not one during which any na- 
tion pursues its ordinary way of 
life. This will be hard for many 
nations who ordinarily live less 
strenuously than we do. But it is 
essential, since otherwise we will 
begin to hear murmurs here that 
our people are asked to give up 
freedoms while others continue to 
live on the same basis as before 
this emergeacy. Likewise, if we 
are to preserve peace by our ef- 
forts, the U.S.S.R. government 
must understand that all free na- 
tions are joined with us in oppo- 
sition to U.S.S.R. aggression.

with a tough defense in the 

following deal, but he should 
have won out. 

North dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
North East 
1¢@ Pass 
2¢ Pass 2N.T. Pass 
3N.T. Pass Pass Pass 

North did not have much to 
spare over his opening-bid re- 
quirements, but, with the solid 
diamond suit, he was right in re- 
fusing to “hang” at two no-trump. 

Notwithstanding South’s spade 
bid, West opened the spade jack, 
for both safety and “constructive- 
ness.” East put up the ace and 
led back the spade six. South 
won, then led a diamond to the 
board and returned a club toward 
his own hand.. ” 

If East had played low at this 
point, he would have made things 
easy for the declarer, who of 
course would have put in a low 
card. Then, even if West held 
up his king, declarer could go 
back to dummy and pass another 
club, thus assuring himself of 
three tricks in the suit. Actually, 
however, East foresaw this situa- 
tion and boldly put up the club 
queen! 


Declarer won and led the club 
jack, but West properly held up 
his king. Now declarer got the 
idea that he would be shut out of 
his own hand, so he cashed his 
spade queen and then led a heart 
toward dummy, hoping to guess 
right. As it happened, however, 
he guessed wrong, putting up the 
king. East returned a club and 
after West had cashed his king, 
he threw dummy in with the dia- 
mond and waited for the two heart 
tricks that had to be given to 
him. 

If South, after cashing his two 
club tricks, had run the diamonds 
and then exited from dummy with 
its last club, the defenders would 
have been in a helpless position.

Peter Wyden’s feature ar- 
ticle, “You and A-Bomb De- 
fense.” It was both encourag- 
ing and discouraging. En- 
couraging because it shows that 
some responsible and _ public 
spirited citizens are devoting 
much time and energy to the 


problem and have done a great 
deal of planning, on paper at 
least. 

I became well aware of the 
magnitude of the problem by 
reading some articles in Col- 
lier’s Magazine and hearing an 
address by two of the top plan- 
ners for civil defense in St. 
Louis county. The men who 
have devoted long hours and 
patient study to these problems 
for no pay but the satisfaction 
of serving their community de- 
serve much credit. 

The discouraging feature of 
the article is the recurring re- 
frain, “Waiting on Washing- 
ton.” Waiting on Washington 
for instructions, funds, supplies 
and whatnot. Where does Wash- 
ington get all these things? 

This is a big country and 
there are many big cities. The 
leaders in Washington have 
plenty of problems and head- 
aches. About the only thing 
definite that has come out of 
Washington on civil defense is 
that this is one of the problems 
and headaches they are hand- 
ing over to the local commu- 
nities and state governments.
